San Francisco, June 24. eal suit 
was begun to-day im the Circuit Court 
by Oscar C. Steel against M. W. Fox, 
President; and J. W. Brown, Vice. 
President, of the West Consolidated 
Virginia and California Gold & Silver 
Mining Company and its Directors. 
Steel avers that he entered into nego- 
tiations with Brown and Fox in 1887 
for the purpose of developing 
the ground which has. been re- 
located several times and on which 
no work of importance’ had 
been done until recently, though re- 
ports had been circulated that the 
property contained the major portion 
of the ore body of the famous *‘Bo- 
nanza’”’ locations. Brown and Fox, 
it is alleged, agreed to furnish the 
money necessary to develop tis 
claim amd to form a pool to control 
the stock which should be disposed of 
to the best advantage. Steel turned 
over the proverty to them, receiving 
as his proportion of the capital 
stock 45,000 shares. Twenty thousand 
shares are set aside as a working capi- 
tal. When the 56,000 shares of pooled 
stock should have been sold the pool 
was to be declared dissolved and the 
remaining 33,750 shares were to be 
transferred to Steel. The complaint 
avets that sules were subsequently 
made-of the working capital of the 


stock, but not through the ef- 
orts of Brown or Fox. He 
also states that when Brown 


and Fox s:cured the control of the 
Andes Mining Company, they in- 
formed him of his election as Super- | 
intendent of that company, and that 
they had _ concluded arrangements 
whereby the work of both companies 
was to be carried on jointly. Steel 
was the Superintendent of defendants’ 
corporation. He was required to re- 
port to the latter not the cost of the 
joint work on the two properties but 
of the work on the Andes alone. 
Plaintiff charges that defendants did 


not pay the Andes Company 
any partof the money expended in 
doing the work, but’ that in 


order tocreate an indebtedness on 
the part. ofthe West Consolidated 
Virginia and defraud him] of bis stock 
in the latter, they caused the West 
Con.
